Nearly half of the Atlanta Cit; 
Council'SE members said Tuesday 
that they will let Mayor Andrew 
Young have bis way in conducting 
an investigation of City Hall's han- 
dling of allegations of cocaine use 
by former state Sen.

Fight of the 18 Atlanta City 
Council members said that they will 
support Young's request to grant 
subpoena: powers to the special 
committee investigating the matter. 

Some said that such a move 
might вер Young restore public 
confidence in bis administration. 

“И this is what the mayor 
thinks he needs to establish credibil- 
ity, then I have no problem with И," 
said Councilwoman Carolyn Banks. 

Eleven of the council members 
were polled. Of those, eight were In 
favor of granting subpoena power, 
two were undecided and one was 

posed to it. 

Some of the officials said they 
believe such powers are needed to 
help the committee get to the heart 
of the investigation. 

Young asked the council Monday 
to grant subpoena powers to the 
special committee after members, of 
the group indicated to him that they 


'need such powers as a "standby" 


measure. The authorization by the 
council would require a change in 
the city. charter, а process that 
could take up to six weeks. 

According (0 Councilwoman 
Barbara Asher, the proposal to give 
the panel subpoena power follows 
Young's executive order setting 
forth the duties and limits of the 
administrative review panel. 

The two primary targets of the 
investigation are the ‘Atlanta De- 
partment of Public Safety and. the 
mayor's office. Young asked the 
panel to look at the transfers of the 
officers involved in the Bond jnves- 
tigation, and the disposition of the 
Bond case itself.

Northern District of Georgia, to the FBI's Atlanta Field Office, 
dated June 12, 1987, and to an article appearing in the Atlanta 
Journal and Constitution on June 6, 1987, entitled "Bond Campaign 
Failed to File Finance Reports." Copies of the newspaper article 
and the United States Attorney's letter were band-delivered to 

by & member of my staff on June 16, 1987. 


The referenced letter of the United States Attorney's 
Office requested the PBI to investigate allegations that Mn. 
Bond's campaign improperly failed to file a finance report. The 
request for the investigation was based solely on the information 
appearing in the newspaper article. 


On June 26, 1987,L advised SSA 
that he believed there is not a sufficient basis for the 
preliminary inquiry requested by the United States Attorney's 
Office. The FBI concurs with this assessment and the Atlanta 
Field Office has been directed not to conduct the inquiry. 


The FBI is of the opinion that the matter should be 
veferred to the Federal Elections Commission (FEC). Such a 
referral is in line with FBI and Departmental policies. It is 
therefore requested that the Public Integrity Section, or the 
United States Attorney's Office, Northern District of Georgia, 
refer this matter to the PEC.
